Navarro 
disputes 
testimony

Suspended county administrative aide 
Raul Navarro, 36. flatly denied Tuesday 
in Superior Court that he had ever told 
Board of Supervisors chairman Charles 
F Catterlin that he was a “ son of a 
bitch” for voting against the Zaca Lake 
Resort overnight camping proposal, and 
that the vote had cost Navarro $10,000 
Navarro, 
on 
trial 
for 
bribery 
solicitation 
before Judge 
John 
A 
Westwick and a jury m Santa Barbara 
Courthouse, 
testified 
under 
direct 
examination that Catterlin, his boss, 
“ would have fired me on the spot” if he 
had made such a statement. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter last Friday 
testified 
that 
Catterlin 
told 
him 
confidentially Oct. 3 that Navarro had 
made 
the 
following 
assertion 
to 
Catterlin either Aug 13 or 14; 
“ You son of a bitch, you have cost me 
$10,000 with that Zaca Lake vote ” 
Carpenter also quoted Catterlin as 
saying to him at the time that Navarro 
also told the supervisor: “ Gee. boss, I’d 
give you $10,000 to get Zaca Lake past 
that board.” 
Under questioning by defense counsel 
James T 
Lindsey, Navarro denied 
making either statement to Catterlin at 
any time. 
Navarro, charged with two counts of 
seeking a 
bribe from Zaca Lake 
developers to help push their project 
past the Board of Supervisors, had been 
arrested Aug. 19 with $1,000 cash in his 
possession given him by Howard Olsen, 
a resort developer. Navarro contends he 
thought the money was a contribution to 
the Houston Flournoy gubernatorial 
campaign with which he was associated 
Supervisor Catterlin provided the key 
vote in a 3-2 decision July 29 to defeat 
the Zaca Lake overnight plan 
Sheriff Carpenter told the court 
Friday he was certain he had quoted 
Catterlin 
accurately 
regarding 
Navarro’s statements. 
He also said Catterlin had told him he 
would deny the statement if the sheriff 
revealed it, and expressed concern 
about conflicts that could arise with his 
Grand Jury testimony in September 
about the case 
(On the witness stand last week, 
Catterlin had said he did not recall 
making such statements to the sheriff.) 
“ If I had made statements like that to 
Mr Catterlin, he’d have fired me on the 
spot," Navarro testified. 
Navarro claimed he had always had a 
“ good rapport” with Catterlin, who is 
retiring from the board next January 
when his initial four-year term expires. 
Navarro testified Tuesday he told 
arresting officers, Lt. George Bregante 
and Sgt. John Wells that they were 
“ making a real serious mistake" in 
apprehending him the evening of Aug 19 
after he had driven Catterlin home from 
the County Building 
Informed 
he 
had 
been 
under 
surveillance for four days, Navarro said 
he remarked to Lt Bregante; "For 
God's sake, why didn’t you follow me 
one more day to Los Angeles, and you’d 
have seen where the money was going 
to go " 
Asked why he had separated the $1,000 
into two packets each containing $500, 
Navarro said he was in the practice of 
putting bills of larger denominations in 
his wallet and smaller bills in his pocket 
dating back to when he was in the 
furniture business in Santa Barbara. 
Navarro maintained what he had said 
to Catterlin on the Aug 13-14 trip the 
pair took to San Diego was the gist of a 
conversation he had with Howard Olsen, 
president of Cal-Pac Recreation, Inc., 
operator of Zaca Lake Resort 
Navarro said he told Catterlin that 
Olsen — learning of a $10.000 deficit in 
Catterlin s State Senate campaign — 
had said “ maybe we should have raised 
$10,000" for the supervisor

In a statement issued Monday Burnum 
said J-M was offering the "most costly 
contract settlement in the history of 
Johns Manville Corporation ” He said 
the

an 
estimated $17 million over a three-year 
period and that it would provide salary 
increases 
of 
10 
cents 
an 
hour 
immediately, nine cents an hour extra a 
year from now, an additional 11 cents an 
hour in October 1976. He said the 
package with fringe benefits would 
bring the worker a total salary increase 
equivalent to $1 70 an hour. 
Unionists dispute these figures. They 
say the total increase is more like $1 25 
an hour and that there are other 
inequities. For example the unionists 
say the company figure of $6.40 an hour 
for the average current wage is inflated. 
The unionists say the true figure is about 
$4 80 an hour. Unionists also want a 
maximum two-year contract instead of 
the three-year pact offered by the 
company. Efforts also continue by the 
union to extend the incentive pay policy 
to more workers 


Kissinger 
still plans 
Mideast trip 


DACCA (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said today he does 
not believe the Arab summit conference 
has closed the door to peace negotiations 
and he will probably go to the Middle 
East next week 
Kissinger arrived in Bangladesh from 
New Delhi after disclosing that U S. 
food shipments to India will resume this 
year and reassuring Indian officials that 
the Central Intelligence Agency will not 
meddle in Indian affairs 
In his first official reaction to the 
Arab 
summit 
meeting 
in 
Rabat, 
Morocco, Kissinger said: " I do not 
believe that the door to all negotiations 
in the Middle East is closed. 
“ But in what framework there can be 
negotiations—that will have to be seen 
Probably I will go the Middle East, but 
that decision will be made in the next 72 
hours.” 
However, it appeared that the Arabs' 
agreement to create a Palestinian state 
and the accord for the Palestine libera­ 
tion Organization guerrillas to speak for 
all Palestinians had greatly complicated 
the search for peace. 
Israel has steadfastly refused to 
negotiate with the PLO, which it 
considers a terroristic organization 
devoted to undermining Israel. 
The situation was also confused 
because of a statement by President 
Ford on Tuesday that negotiations 
should go forward between Israel “ and 
Jordan or the PLO.” 
Kissinger's 
spokesman 
Robert 
Anderson issued a clarifying statement 
that “ our position is not changed ... has 
not changed. The secretary is still 
considering a visit to the area in the 
near future.” 


Arabs, Israel 
flex might

Israel and the Arabs flexed their 
military might today at the end of an 
Arab summit meeting that hardened the 
positions of the Middle East belligerents 
and threatened the chances for peace in 
the region. 
Arab leaders concluded their four-day 
summit in Rabat, Morocco, Tuesday 
night by setting up a $2 35 billion war 
chest 
financed 
from 
swelling 
oil 
revenues and creating a fourpower joint 
military command to battle Israel if 
need be 
Israel's 
top 
soldier, 
Lt. 
Gen. 
Mordechai Gur, warned his troops at the 
end of three days of war games on the 
occupied Golan Heights and West Bank 
that an Arab summit preceded the 1973 
Middle East war. 
"We cannot ignore today the end of 
the Rabat conference, which in recent 
months was one of the focal points of our 
schedule for preparing for war,” the 
Israeli army chief of staff said. 
Arab sources in Rabat said the 
summit's authorization for Palestine 
Liberation Organization guerrillas to set 
up an independent nation on some of the 
land used for Israeli army maneuvers 
amounted to an ultimatum to the United 
States.

but condition more stable 


Cranston relates economic 
problems to local issues

An “ unprecedented” combination of 
inflation and recession has risen up as 
the country’s chief dilemma, Senator 
Alan Cranston told a gathering of party 
faithful here last night 
The senior state Democrat touched 
upon how locally important issues such 
as the Space Shuttle, alien farm labor 
and Channel oil drilling might squeeze 
into the nation s tight new economic 
jigsaw puzzle. 
Cranston was here to support the 36th 
District Assembly campaign of Gary 
Hart at a brief, informal talk before a 
full Alpha Club livingroom full of 
supporters. About 55 people attended the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Democratic 
Club 
function at the East Ocean Avenue 
Clubhouse. 
" I have heard nothing to indicate that 
we re not still solidly behind it,” 
Cranston said of the Space Shuttle 
project, 
scheduled 
to 
commence 
launches from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base early next decade. 
The senator said he does not know how 
President Ford feels about the shuttle 
project but added that, though Ford 
voted for it as a congressman, he could 
conceivably turn against it as President. 
Cranston denied hearing any rumblings 
so far of inflation-spurred cutbacks or 
revisions in the rocket-plane program, 
which is intended as the country’s next 
stride into space 
“ I have supported the space program 
in its current status,” Cranston said "I 
would not support more adventures way 
off into outer space — sending men to 
the planets or to other places at great 
cost — until we have surmounted our 
problems to a better degree down here 
on earth and have more funds available 
for such matters. 
"I specifically and definitely and 
strongly support the programs that 
relate to the satellites, the Space Shuttle 
and so forth because they contribute in 
many ways to the quality of life down 
here on earth,” he said. 
The shuttle is intended to replace all 
but the lightest and heaviest launch 
vehicles for the purposes of orbiting 
scientific and military satellites both 
from Cape Canaveral in Florida, which 
will be the first site developed, and 
Vandenberg. The target amount of 
development required at Vandenberg 
for its largely Defense Department 
shuttle operations has been put at $500 
million in 1972 dollars. 
Cranston said last night that he really 
doesn't know what the prospects are of a 
national cemetery being located at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, as had 
been recommended by local spokesmen. 
The senator said he thinks the base 
would be a good location for one. One of 
last night’s audience asked why he felt 
that way. 
“ Well, I think it would be. We need 
more national cemeteries in the country 
and I think that’s a place where it might 
be appropriate,” he answered. 
It has been learned that officials at 
Vandenberg will not declare any of the 
base

consider areas on the outskirts of the 
huge reservation appropriate for a 
national cemetery in a kind of buffer 
zone between base and civilian land. 
County Supervisor Francis Beattie of 
Lompoc spoke with Cranston on the 
cemetery 
matter 
after 
the 
club 
appearance. 
In recommendations on the national 
budget, Cranston urged that $10 billion 
be shaved by bringing home a third of 
the half million troops the nation has 
stationed overseas in all of the services. 
“ It doesn’t advance the national 
defense, as a matter of fact, it’s risky 
because we’re in so many places where 
we can get into combat just because we 
happen to be nearby,” the senator said 
The former journalist said he would 
also trim inflationary military spending 
by slowing down the Navy’s Trident 
nuclear submarine missile program and 
by eliminating what he termed “ grade 
creep” among military officers. He 
defined grade creep as the process 
through which every service becomes 
top heavy with high ranking officers who 
have advanced via senority but not in 
response to any national need. 
If reelected, Cranston will return to 
Washington as a 
member of the 
powerful Senate Budget Committee, 
which will 
have responsibility for 
setting spending priorities and deciding 
which government spending programs 
will be trimmed or killed to control the 
fires of inflation. 
On the illegal alien farm labor 
problem, Cranston said, “ I think we 
should do all we can do to first keep 
illegal aliens out of the country...! think 


we should have a law that has more teeth 
in it for those who knowingly and 
repeatedly employ aliens who are here 
illegally.” The incumbent said that he 
feels limiting employment of illegal 
aliens is required by high numbers of 
unemployed at home. 
Stating that oil from the Alaskan 
North Slope would probably find its way 
into California 
gas 
tanks earlier, 
Cranston said he didn’t think oil drilling 
should be allowed either in the Santa 
Barbara Channel or off Santa Monica 
Beach. 
He said he has sponsored legislation to 
open up the Elk Hills Naval oil reserve, 
as recommended by President Ford, but 
is not convinced yet 
either that oil 
companies can contain oil spills in what 
he termed the delicate geological area 
of the Santa Barbara Channel or that the 
government’s oil leasing procedures for 
these areas are equitable. 
Cranston has indicated that sale of the 
Southern California oil leases could 
bring new drilling at a time when West 
Coast oil supplies may actually be in 
surplus because of oil from the Alaska 
Pipeline. 
Another point of the incumbent’s anti­ 
inflation program included taxing what 
he termed “ the profits of inflation,” 
beginning with the oil companies. 
As to agriculture, the incumbent said 
he 
favored 
elimination 
of 
the 
government policy of paying farmers to 
keep crops out of production and favored 
“ policies that enable farmers to grow 
all they can and have a very reasonable 
hope and belief they will make a decent 
profit.” 
Magruder: Nixon 'pleased' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jeb Stuart 
Magruder testified today that he was 
told in the summer of 1972 that 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
was 
“ particularly pleased” by everything he 
had done to keep the truth of Watergate 
from coming out. 
Magruder previously has admitted to 
fabricating a phony story to cover up the 
involvement of high-level Nixon aides in 
Watergate and lying under oath about it 
to the grand jury. 
Just before he went to the grand jury 
for a second time on Aug. 16, 1972, 
Magruder testified at the Watergate 
cover-up trial today, he went over his 
false testimony with then presidential 
counsel John W. Dean III at the White 
House 
“ Mr. Dean told me he was pleased 
with everything I was doing to keep the 
truth from coming out about Watergate 
— how everyone at the White House and 
at the Committee to Re-Elect the 
President was pleased,” he said “ He 
particularly mentioned the President; 
that the President was particularly 
pleased ” 
He said that on the day following his 
grand jury appearance, Dean told him 
he had learned from Justice Department 
sources that Magruder would not be 
indicted 
in 
connection 
with 
the 


Watergate burglary. 
Magruder, who at the time was deputy 
director 
of 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign, subsequently pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to cover up the scandal 
and is now serving a prison term. 
He said he also reviewed his false 
testimony with two coverup defendants, 
John N. Mitchell and Kenneth W. 
Parkinson, prior to going to the grand 
jury 
“ Mr Mitchell wanted to be sure I 
emphasized 
his 
limited 
role 
and 
maximized my own role, particularly 
about funding,” Magruder said. 
He said Dean assured him in August, 
1972, that the men accused of the 
bugging and burglary were “ holding.” 
He said he understood that to mean that 
“ they were being paid funds to keep 
them from telling the truth.” 
Dean, Magruder continued, assured

him that he would “ be taken care of in 
the same manner” if he were indicted 
and prosecuted 
Earlier, 
Magruder 
said 
he 
had 
volunteered shortly after the Watergate 
arrests to take the blame for the bugging 
but was told the White House rejected 
his offer because he was “ too close” to 
Mitchell, then Nixon campaign director, 
and White House chief of staff H R. 
Haldeman, also a defendant. 


“ I suggested that I step forward to 
take the blame...,” Magruder said. “ Mr. 
Mitchell said that he should talk to 
people at the White House ... He came 
back and said he had talked to people at 
the White House 


“ Mr. Mitchell told me they discussed 
it at the White House and they rejected 
it because I was too close to Mr. 
Mitchell and Mr. Haldeman and that it 
would be unreasonable for people to 
believe that I had the authority to 
approve such a project.” 
Mitchell and Haldeman are among 
five associates of former President 
Richard M Nixon standing trial in the 
cover-up. Mitchell, former attorney 
general, 
was 
Nixon’s 
campaign 
manager at the time of Watergate and 
Haldeman was White House chief of

Former President Richard M Nixon 
was still on the critical list today but his 
doctors said his condition is “ more 
stable ” 
A statement released by his doctors at 
9 30am PST(12:30pm ESTlsaidthe 
former President “ does show some 
improvement 
from the hemorrhaging 
and shock which afflicted him Tuesday 
several hours after he underwent urgent 
surgery to block potentially fatal blood 
clots. 
“ It appears that his internal bleeding 
has stopped." his doctors said “ His 
vital signs are stable ." 
The report by 
Nixon's personal 
physician. Dr John C Lungren. and Dr. 
Eldon Hickman, who operated on Nixon 
Tuesday, said Nixon continued to be 
under intensive care and was under 24- 
hour watch by specially trained critical 
care nurses. 
All 
emergency 
resuscitation 
equipment for any contingency was at 
his 
bedside 
and 
he 
was 
being 
“ monitored as any patient in critical 
condition.” 
Lungren said he had been in touch with 
President 
Ford’s 
doctor, 
William 
Lukash, 
and 
Lukash 
“ expressed 
President Ford’s deep concern over Mr. 
Nixon’s condition and asked me to 
convey to former President and Mrs. 
Nixon that his prayers are for his full 
and complete recovery.” 
“ At this time, it would be premature 
to provide a prognosis,” the doctors 
said. 
The 61-year-old Nixon had some 
interrupted sleep during the night, the 
doctors said 
“ He is receiving medicine for pain, 
restlestness and occasional nausea and 
also is being administered intravenous 
and antibiotic therapy. 
“ Hopefully, 
we 
can 
resume 
anticoagulant therapy when we feel safe 
that bleeding from surgery is no longer a 
danger.” 
The internal bleeding was secondary 
to the anticoagulation treatment Nixon 
had been receiving for several weeks to 
dissolve blood clots which had nearly 
blocked circulation in his left leg and 
thigh and had threatened his life. 
In an operation lasting a little more 
than one hour Tuesday, Hickman, 
assisted by Lungren and three others, 
inserted a Miles clip in Nixon’s groin 
area to prevent blood clots from moving 
through the former President’s body to 
his heart and lungs. 
At the time of the operation, the 
doctors said today “ there were no 
significant bleeding problems.” 
But at 12:45 p.m. Tuesday, almost six 
hours after the surgery ended, Nixon 
suddenly went into vascular shock, 
caused by loss of blood pressure and 
circulatory collapse. 
Nixon has received three pints of 
blood m transfusions since he lapsed into 
shock, the doctors said, and several 
more units of blood were being held in 
reserve. 
They also said a naso-gastri tube was 
being used to prevent distension of 
Nixon’s abdomen. They said it was 
ordered because Nixon “ has some 
paralytic 
ileus, 
that 
is a partial 
paralysis of normal movement of the 
gastro-intestinal tract.” 
The 
doctors 
said 
the 
condition 
“ frequently 
occurs” 
after 
rentro- 
perintoneal bleeding has occurred 
The former President’s wife and two 
daughters were at his bedside Tuesday 
night and returned to the hospital today. 
The hospital said the next report on 
Nixon’s condition would be released at 
midmoming Thursday.

The dispatcher, a woman, located the 
center at the 394th C site She said “ a 
heavy door pin was stuck in the closed 
position, causing the electronic controls 
to malfunction, and preventing the door 
from being opened.” She said there was 
never any fear for the welfare of the 
four trapped personnel 
Names of the four trapped persons 
were not available this morning Efforts

Speaking for more than 20 
minutes to 110 persons in an

the Mekong Delta, was sent to 
lead an infantry training center 
at Thu Due near Saigon 
They said Lt. Gen Pham 
Quoc Thuan, head of the 3rd 
Corps 
surrounding 
Saigon, 
went to command a non­ 
commissioned 
officers’ 
training center at Nha Trang. 
188 miles northeast of the 
capital. 
The sources said Lt. Gen. 
Nguyen Van Toan, 2nd Corps 
commander in the Central 
Highlands, was sent to lead the 
army tank corps, a relatively 
powerless position. 
The only corps commander 
to survive the purge, Lt. Gen. 
Ngo Quang Truong, commands 
the northern 1st Corps. He is a 
highly regarded officer who has 
stayed 
away from politics 
throughout his military career. 
Critics have long accused the 
fired commanders of corrup­ 
tion In recent weeks, Nghi has 
been accused of taking part in a 
scheme to pocket hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in salaries 
for non-existent soldiers.

The ABC, in formal letters of 
accusation, said wholesalers 
allegedly were giving retailers 
free goods or cash when selling 
liquor, UPI learned Tuesday 
Edward J Kirby, ABC direc­ 
tor, said that such “kickbacks" 
are in violation of the law 
which “prohibits the giving of 
free goods or free services in 
connection with the sale of 
alcoholic beverages.” 


The 
companies, 
which 
include

San 
Francisco distributors, face 
suspension or revocation of 
their 
liquor 
licenses 
The 
companies refused comment 
on the charges when telephoned 
by United Press International. 
“There has been a continuing 
practice over the years on the 
part of certain distributors of­ 
fering or certain 
retailers 
demanding that they be given a 
kickback for the orders placed 
with those distributors for 
beverage alcohol,” said Kirby. 
The charges, filed with the 
ABC and sent to distributors 
and retailers, climaxed a year­ 
long investigation 
“It is probably the biggest 
commercial free goods case 
this 
department 
has 
ever 
experienced,” an ABC source 
said 
“We have filed accusations 
against almost all of the major 
distributors in the northern 
trading area,” Kirby said 
“and

filed

against a considerable number 


of retailers." 
Kirby figured at least 450 re­ 
tailers and wholesalers were

Every one who sells liquor in 
California must have a state 
liquor license.

In opposing the request, Ruth 
said Nixon’s claim that he

PREGUNTAS y RESPUESTAS — Emiliano Zapata nació en un 
dia 8 de agosto de 1874, fue el noveno hijo de los esposos Gabriel 
Zapata y Cleofas Salazar Según datos sobre la vida de nuestro 
caudillo, Emiliano perteneció a una familia de pocos recursos 
económicos, por lo que al ir creciendo Zapata se iba forjando en su 
espíritu los sufrimientos de sus padres y hermanos, al sentir en 
carne propia la desdicha de ver como se les despojaba tanto a 
ellos como a los vecinos de sus tierras que en todo caso eran el 
único patrimonio de los pobladores de Anenecuilco, lugar de 
nacimiento de Emiliano. Por aquellos tiempos, el caso de despojo 
de tierras por los hacendados se expandia por todas partes de la 
República. 
Después de que Zapata y su familia habian pasado por 
inumerables vejaciones, por parte de los poderosos, Emiliano 
formo un plan, (1811) y con un grupo de 60 hombres se levanto en 
armas en Villa de Ayala, dirigiéndose a Quilamula donde logro 
reunir un gran numero de campesinos que entusiasmadamente le 
siguieron por los Estados de Puebla, Guerrero y Morelos, 
obteniendo comentados triunfos por donde pasaba, culminando 
con la Proclamación del Plan de Ayala el dia 28 de noviembre de 
1911. 
El dia 30 de abril de 1912, La Junta Revolucionaria del Estado de 
Morelos concedió el primer ejido en el pueblo de Ixcamilpa, y de 
alli se comenzaron a restituir las tierras que habian sido 
usurpadas por los hacendados. Emiliano Zapata cumplió su 
promesa de “ Cuando yo sea grande haré que devuelvan las tierras 
que ahora han quitado al pueblo.” Emiliano Zapata es reconocido 
como el Apóstol del Agrarismo 
Durante una emboscada que le tendió el coronel Guajardo en la 
hacienda de Chinameca Zapata fue asesinado el dia 10 de abril de 
1919.

early hot and muggy morning hours by

catching most of Foreman s punches on 
his forearms which he always held high 
to protect his face 
Foreman was so arm weary from the 
fifth round on that many of his blows 
were nothing more than ineffectual taps 
The beginning of the end for the 22(V 
pound Foreman began when All caught 
him with a right to the chin That was 
followed by a left to the head and 
Foreman was now off balance 
All, sensing the kill, followed up with a 
left to the chin and then a murderous

The victory, the 45th in 47 fights for 
All. enabled him to join Floyd Patterson 
as the only heavyweights to regain the 
crown Patterson lost it in 1959 when he 
was knocked out by Ingemar Johansson 
but reclaimed it by knocking out the 
Swede in 1960 
What makes A li’s triumph even more 
remarkable was that it came more than 
seven years after he was stripped of the 


title It also came exactly 14 years to the 
day after Alt began his professional 
career 
“ I'm the true champion," said All 
only hours before the fight 
' There’s 
nothing to keep me in the ring once I get 
my title back ” 
Ali changed his tune after the fight, 
however, saying he would fight again but 
only if he was offered $10 million 
A dejected Foreman, with his face 
puffy around the eyes and sporting a 
bruise on his forehead, said he never 
saw the punch that put him down.

The stewardess began the suit soon 
after the alleged assault but pretrial 
hearings and a backlog of cases in the 
Mineola court delayed the actual trial. 
Mrs. 
Mondlm 
appeared 
in 
court 
Tuesday during selection of a jury but 
declined, on the advice of her attorney, 
to discuss the case with newsmen 
In the court papers, she charged that 
while she was standing in the aisle 
serving coffee, Petrocelli walked up 
behind her and put his hands on her 
breasts. 
The 
stewardess, 
who 
lives 
in 
Roosevelt, N. J., said that after she 
freed herself, Petrocelli returned to his 
seat and “ cursed her, called her vile 
names and made threatening gestures.” 
Later, while she was serving “ soft 
drinks,” Mrs Mondlin said she walked 


past Petrocelli’s seat and he allegedly 
“ kicked her in the leg and punched her 
in the head ” 
She charged Petrocelli tried to strike 
her again but was restrained by other 
members of the team 
Upset by the alleged attack, she said 
she became dizzy and fell down while 
leaving the plane in Detroit and struck 
her head. 
As a result of her experience, Mrs 
Mondlin 
claimed 
that

suffered 
“ humiliation, physical pain to her legs 
and head, dizziness, insomnia, extreme

Archie Clark from Washington, shows that Russell is heading in

NEW YORK (UPI) — All hail Muhammad 
Ali, the most celebrated conqueror since Julius 
Caesar —in his own mind, anyway —and now 
that he has the whole world at his feet, he should 
do the same thing Caesar should’ve. He should 
quit while he's ahead 
But you know him. He won’t. 
Not while there's another mountain to cross 
Even if there isn’t, trust him to scout around 
and come up with one 
Joe Frazier looks like as good a mountain as 
there is around at the moment Why not? Ali is 
500 in his two fights with Smokin’ Joe He lost 
one and won one, both fights with Frazier being 
better than last night’s in Zaire where the only 
real action of any consequence took place in the 
waning seconds of the eighth round when big 
George Foreman, so tired he could hardly hold 
his hands up, was sent reeling flat on his 
wheelbase. The next time he got up, he was 
somewhat astonished to discover he didn’t have 
his title anymore. 
Before the fight, Ali was positive this would 
be his last fight, win or lose. 
At the closed circuit showing I attended here, 
he cam e in loud and clear and I distinctly 
remember him solemnly saying, ' i ’m the true 
champion. There's nothing to keep me in the 
ring once 1 get my title back ” 
Less than an hour later, Ali had it hack, 
becoming only the second man in heavyweight 
history to achieve such a distinction, hut he had 
already forgotten his earlier resolve. 
Now he was in high cotton, King of the Hill 
again, making statements like "I'm not gonna 
retire for a while,” and "they took my title 
away unjustly the first time and now I’m gonna 
hold on to it.” He also was in a scolding mood 
"Am I on live?” he asked some of the tv 
camera crew filming him in Zaire. They 
assured him he was. 
"Okay,” he said. "Never again say I’ll be 
defeated Never make me an underdog again 
until I’m 50.” 
He won’t keep going that long, 1 don’t think, 
but I do think he’s going to go hack on his word 
and keep fighting some more, which could turn 
out to be a mistake if last night’s performance 
was any kind of yardstick, and I believe it was. 
Ali heat Foreman, hut he certainly didn’t look 
good doing it. He said he was going to dance all 


night, and he didn’t even dance two rounds He 
was Hat-footed from the second round on, and 
the only reason he’s the champion again today is 
because Foreman is built, but not for any 
distance The huge Hayward, Calif., oak simply 
was too pooped to pop He ran out of gas, and 
some of his "punches" wouldn’t even have 
made any impression on your old maiden aunt, 
Hildegarde 
Foreman was so tired, he had trouble keeping 
his eyes open He looked like he wanted to go to 
sleep 
He 
kept

WASHINGTON -(N E A ) - A few 
months back, on arriving in this town, I 
was tipped that Wilbur Mills, the long

go-go dancer. 


Checking with a newsman pal who has 
covered Mills for years, I was told to 
“ forget it,” that there could not be 
anything to it, and that indeed “ Wilbur 
is so buried in his work he wouldn’t know 
a go-go from a went-went.”

w as 
reported 
by

ington police the other 
day that a stripper

It’s apparent now that at least some 
reporters on Capitol Hill knew of his 
private activities for some time, but 
were part of what amounts to an unsaid 
conspiracy 
to keep it quiet. 
Some 
doubtless felt it was of no news value, 
since a man’s sex peculiarities should be 
his own business; others, however, kept 
it secret because they did not want to 
risk mutually beneficial friendship with 
a very important legislative source. 
Other illustrations, equally damaging 
to 
media 
credibility, are endless. 
Pennsylvania Rep. Joseph McDale has a 
man on his payroll who also works full 
time as a reporter for a paper back in 
the

district. When 
Nelson 
Rockefeller threw a gala for 
Henry 
Kissinger in New York last summer, 
two of the biggest names in the news 
business showed up to “ honor” a man 
who as a public official is supposed to be 
only watched. 
A West Coast newspaper bureau chief, 
whose principal job was to cover his 
state’s two senators, apparently never 
wrote anything harsh enough about the 
senior senator to prohibit his being hired 
by the lawmaker to help drum up back 
home support for reelection

Freedom of the press 


Somehow, over the years, a confusion 
has developed in the minds of the 
people, and 
in the minds of some 
newspapermen, as to the meaning of 
“ freedom of the press.” Too many have 
come 
to 
believe 
this 
conveys 
to 
newspapers 
and 
reporters 
some 
mysterious kind of special privilege. 
Evidence that 
this view extends to 
those in government recently surfaced 
at a senate interim hearing in Santa 
Barbara. The head of the state’s Office 
of 
Information, 
defending 
himself 
against certain allegations countered by 
saying his job was one of making state 
agencies accessible to the press, not the 
public. 
Mike Dorais, legal counsel for the 
California 
Newspaper 
Publishers 
Association, hopped on that. He pointed 
out “ We try never to differentiate 
between the press and the public. What’s 
available to one should be available to 
both." As quotable statements go it was 
great only in its meanii^ 
It was a 
simple, straightforward expression of 


the attitude held by all true journalists. 
A prime function of the press is to 
maintain an untiring watch over the 
conduct of public affairs. Ideally, this is 
the responsibility of each and every 
citizen. But, with notable exceptions, 
citizens are not equipped, timewise, 
moneywise, or expertwise, to do this. 
Reporters merely serve as the eyes and 
ears of the citizens, seeking out that 
which every citizen has the right to 
know in an effort to keep the public 
informed. 
And 
the 
in fo rm a tio n 
about 
government obtained by any citizen, 
reporter or otherwise, becomes of far 
greater 
value 
when 
it 
is 
broadly 
disseminated to the populace through 
the 
media. 
One 
meaning 
then 
of 
“freedom of the press” is that it be free 
to publish without prior censorship its 
findings. Without that freedom all other 
freedoms are in danger of being lost. 
That is precisely what the founding 
fathers had in mind when they wrote 
into the Constitution “Congress shall

make no law...abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press.”

A free press lies at 
the heart of our democracy and its 
preservation is essential to the survival 
of liberty.” 


But the basic meaning of “ freedom of 
the press” is “ freedom of information.” 
Only an informed people can govern 
themselves. To be informed they must 


have access to the truth. And truth is the 
enemy of tyranny which cannot exist 
where truth prevails There can be no 
freedom, peace or security, where men 
are not assured of free access to the 
truth Only an informed people can take 


action to compel their government to 
conduct its 
affairs properly. Political 
delinquents, as events have proved over 
and over, do not fear the prosecutors 
nearly as much as they do the press.

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Surging 
towards a 
veto-proof 
congress 


CHICAGO - (LENS) - If 
1974 is as disastrous a year 
for the Republican party as 
manv political pundits think 
it will be, one contributing 
factor will piobably be an 
astonishing slide in the par­ 
ty’s fortunes in that most tra­ 
ditionally Republican region, 
the Middle West. 
Even the appearance on 
the scene of President Ford, 
as Midwestern himself as an 
ear of Indian corn, seems 
unlikely to rally all the Re­ 
publican voters worried 
about the agricultural situa­ 
tion, verging on panic about 
inflation and tne general 
state of the economy, or 
turned off by Mr. Ford's full 
pardon of his predecessor. 
The President’s unpopular 
proposal for a five per cent 
income tax surcharge seems 
further guarantee that his 
party will lose ground in the 
Midwest on November 5. And 
success for the Democrats in 
capturing Midwestern seats 
in the House of Representa­ 
tives would contribute to the 
party's hopes of adding 40 
congressmen to its fold and 
thus creating a “veto-proof’ 
Congress. 
It was not so even six or 
eight months ago. The Water­ 
gate scandals took hold only 
slowly in the Midwest. Some 
prominent Democrats were 
considered relatively easy 
targets this year. But the ta­ 
bles have turned. 
Senator McGovern in South 
Dakota, who failed to carry 
his home state in his tragi­ 
comic 1972 Democratic presi­ 
dential campaign, has been 
spending more time there re­ 
cently and may have con­ 
vinced his prairie consti­ 
tuents that he can still deal 
with their needs; he is ex- 
E 
ected to defeat his opponent, 
eo Thorsness (a former 
Vietnam prisoner-of-war), 
who appeals to the emotions 
but has little knowledge of 
the issues. 


Similarly, Birch Bayh in 
Indiana, once the underdog 
in his race for a third six- 
year Senate term, now seems 
to be leading Richard Lugar, 
mayor of Indianapolis, who 
has the dubious distinction of 
h a v in g been N i x o n s 
“ favorite mayor” . 


Political disaster 
in GOP heartland? 


Sentencing is the bottom line 


Justice is blind but not consistent 
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To add to Republicans' 
gloom, two of their Senate in­ 
cumbents seem to be 
seriously threatened. Senator 
Robert Dole of Kansas, who 
was Republican national 
chairman during the 1972 
campaign and did plenty of 
errands then for the Nixon- 
Agnew ticket, is uncertain of 
defeating a popular physi­ 
cian and D em ocratic 
congressman, William Roy. 


And Milton Young, the 
elderly, almost anonymous 
senator from North Dakota, 
is in danger from a former 
three-term Democratic 
governor, William L. Guy. 


Some Midwestern Senate 
Democrats are so well placed 
that they are hardly bother­ 
ing to campaign. Many Il­ 
linois voters do not even 
know the name of the Repub­ 
lican running against Sena­ 
tor Adlai Stevenson III. (It is 
George M. Burditt, who took 
the nomination after other, 
better-known Republicans 
refused it.) 


Senator Gaylord Nelson 
goes home to Wisconsin only 
at weekends, because his op­ 
ponent, Tom Petri, chugging 
around the state in a beat-up 
old Volkswagen looking for 
votes, remains virtually 
unknown. The Wisconsin "*e- 
publ ican party, о 
prosperous and powerful 
in desperate financial с 
tion. 
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Democrats may also pick 
up some seats in the House of 
R e p re s e n ta tiv e s from 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana 
and Illinois. Two outspoken 
big-city liberals swept under 
in the great Nixon year of 
1972, Abner Mikva of Chicago 
and Andrew Jacobs of In­ 
dianapolis, may well make 
comebacks. 


Mikva’s attempt to return 
to Congress will get consid­ 
erable attention, if only be­ 
cause President Ford is 
scheduled to campaign per­ 
sonally for his conservative 
opponent, Congressman 
Samuel Young. 


Midwestern Democratic 
governors up for re-election 
this year include Governors 
James Exon in Nebraska, 
Wendell Anderson in Min­ 
nesota, Patrick Lucey in 
Wisconsin and Richard 
Kneip in South Dakota; all 
have good prospects of suc­ 
cess. 


UNDER CONSIDERATION as a possible 
contender for the Vice President’s nomination 
at the 1976 Democratic National Convention, 
Gov Dale Bumpers of Arkansas has made 
national headlines after defeating incumbent 
Sen J William Fulbright last month for the 
Democratic nomination. 


In President Ford's home 
state of Michigan, the incum­ 
bent Republican governor, 
William Milliken, could lose 
in a close fight with Sander 
Levin, the Democrat who 
came close to beating him 
four years ago. 
The only sitting Repub­ 
lican governor in the Mid­ 
west who seems assured of 
re-election is Robert Ray in 
Iowa. 
One exception to the pre­ 
dicted trend is in Ohio, where 
the Democratic governor, 
John Gilligan, is having to 
fight for his political future. 
Gilligan is running far 
behind his Democratic 
ticket-mate John Glenn, the 
former astronaut, who is ex­ 
pected to win the Senate seat. 


Uilligan’s problems seem 
to have less to do with the 
issues than with his per­ 
sonality and his occasionally 
bizarre political bloopers. 
(He has been known to refer 
to rural Ohio communities as 
“the boondocks”, and he once 
insisted for a time that he had 
personally spotted a flying 
saucer.) 


Governor Gilligan’s record 
of government has been 
liberal; he has vastly in­ 
creased the money for educa­ 
tion and other public ser­ 
vices, which were once Ohio’s 
shame. Still, his Republican 
predecessor, James Rhodes, 
is making strong strides to­ 
wards a comeback. 
Illinois will provide two in­ 
teresting contests. Although 
the Republicans may lose 
seats in the state’s delegation 
to the House of Representa­ 
tives (after their successes in 


1972 they hold 14 to the Dem­ 
ocrats’ 10), they have two 
strong and popular candi­ 
dates, Congressman Robert 
McClory in a wealthy district 
north of Chicago and 
Congressman Tom Railsback 
in a farm and union district 
along the Mississippi River. 
Both were among the Re­ 
publicans on the House 
Judiciary Committee who 
bolted to vote against Nixon 
in the impeachment proceed­ 
ings. 
Chicago itself is in a fever 
over a local issue that coin­ 
cides with a national one. po­ 
litical corruption. A young 
Republican ‘ reform" candi­ 
date, Peter Bensinger, may 
ride that issue to victory over 
the Democratic incumbent 
Richard Elrod, one of Mayor 
Richard Daley’s men, in the 
race for the important posi­ 
tion of county sheriff. 
Daley’s organization, one of 
the most powerful and best 
organized in the country, 
suffered a severe setback this 
month when two members of 
the city council close to 
Daley, together with the 
mayor's former press secre­ 
tary, were convicted in a fed­ 
eral court on charges of 
criminal conspiracy, mail 
fraud and bribery. 
The chief beneficiary 
should have been the Repub­ 
lican United States attorney, 
Jam es Thompson, who 
prosecuted them all; but 
Thompson recently rejected 
overtures to become the Re­ 
publican candidate for 
mayor next year. Even w ith 
the corruption issue on his 
side, he apparently believes 
that is a bad season for Re­ 
publicans.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
A year-long experiment car* 
ned out by 50 federal judges 
has revealed tremendous dis 
parity in sentences meted out 
by different judges in identi­ 
cal criminal cases 
The marked difference in 
sentencing “ evidences a 
clear need for reform,” Chief 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman of 
the Second Circuit Court of 
Appeals said. The sentencing 
experiment was initiated by 
Judge Kaufman and carried 
out in the second circuit. 
Previous attempts to docu­ 
ment suspected disparity in 
sentencing have proved in­ 
decisive because no two de­ 
fendants are identical, nor 
are the circumstances of any 
two crimes identical in all 
particulars. In the second cir­ 
cuit experiment, however, 
judges handed down hy­ 
pothetical sentences in each 
of 30 identical cases. 
Although each of the 30 
cases was an actual case in­ 
volving a real defendant, 
each case was disguised in 
one or more details so judges 
involved in the experiment 
would not be influenced by 
the actual sentence handed 
down by the judge who origi­ 
nally heard the case. 
The experiment revealed 
“glaring disparity" in sen­ 
tencing, Judge Kaufman 
said He added that “a system 
in which the length of an of­ 
fender’s sentence is deter­ 
mined by the random factor 
of assignment to a particular 
judge does not advance the 
ends of justice 
The experiment, super­ 
vised by the Federal Judicial 
Center, analyzed 1,442 sen­ 
tences. It found wide varia­ 
tion in fines, prison sentences 
and probation meted out by 
different judges for the same 
offense. 
In one case a union official 
convicted on nine counts of 
loansharking and income tax 
evasion — a man with three 
prior convictions, and six 
other arrests — received sen­ 
tences ranging from a high of 
20 years’ imprisonment and a 
$65,000 fine to a low of three 
years in prison and no fine. 
The median sentence was 10 
years and $50,000. Other 
judges handed down sen­ 
tences ranging from 15 years 
and $50,000 to five years’ im­ 
prisonment in the same case. 
In another case, a 26-year- 
old man with no prior record 
received sentences ranging 
from seven-and-a-half years 
in prison to four years’ proba­ 


tion for conviction on two 
counts of theft from inter­ 
state shipment. In his case 
the median sentence was 
E 
risonment to two years’ pro- 
ation. 


Another defendant who 
pleaded guilty to illegal entry 
into the United States drew 
sentences ranging from three 
years’ imprisonment to two 
years’ unsupervised proba­ 
tion. One judge agreed to sus­ 
pend any sentence if the man 
left the country.

the strategies have begun 
(Jackson's tactic: the depen­ 
dable populace). Noting that 
the senator has long been 


taken seriously by the politi­ 
cal elite, Press Secretary 
Brian Corcoran says the idea 
now is to sell him to the 
public. In this regard the 
senator has traveled in 27 
states since spring, appeared 
on four network television 
programs in one day and is 
accepting every engagement 
time allows. 


The exposure has had its 
detractors. A newspaper re­ 
cently editorialized that 
‘‘Jackson seems to be the 
candidate of NBC." But the 
goals are being realized — 
when Jackson ran for presi­ 
dent in 1971 the Gallup Poll 
said only 11 per cent of the 
population knew who he was; 
today, says Gallup, his I.D. 
factor is closer to 60 Besides 
this, his national mail is 
growing considerably, his 
strength in mock election 
polls is improving, and he re­ 
cently replaced Spiro Agnew 
on the list of the worms 10 
most-admired men. 


But publicity does not a 
president make, or at least it 
shouldn't, and anyway there 
are miles to go before 1976. 
For Jackson, who may be 
C 
aking early, the route may 
uphill. He has been so suc­ 
cessful in his home state that 
he actually helps finance 
other campaigns, but when 
he first tried for president in 


1970 he often ran up against 
audience counts that read 
like a census on the moon. 
‘‘We showed up at audito­ 
riums and stood around rat­ 
tling locked doors ” Nobody 
knew' much about him They 
still don’t. 


There may not be all that 
much to know. Once one of 
Washington’s most eligible 
bachelors, women now don’t 
know why. Short, turky chin 
ned, with a massive head, he 
is no ladies' man. “ He’s got a 
nice smile,” says a Seattle TV 
technician, “ but he doesn’t 
use it.” He has few good 
friends, prefers work to 
socializing. In defense to 
charges of being stodgy, he 
says “ I like to goof off at 
times.” Oh, replies, an aide, 
‘ When is that? 


His political record, for 
many, is neat and apparently 
without scandal. He votes for 
jobs, civil liberties and a 
strong national defense. He 
has a habit of excessively 
abusing his enemies, particu­ 
larly in private conversation, 
but he has set up a $35,000 
fund in his home town to help 
needy youngsters. He’s a 
name dropper — “my good 
friend Jake Javits — yet he 
knows a lot of names to drop. 
R ece n tly in Tacom a he 
lavished so much praise on 
Federal Energy Office direc­ 
tor William Simon that one 
listener announced: “ I’m 
dropping Jackson and voting 
for Simon, whoever he is." 


Old, new guards clash in Colorado showdown

DENVER - (NEA) - John 
Vanderhoof, the incumbent 
governor of Colorado and 
present chairm an of the 
W e s t e r n 
G o v e r n o r s ’ 
Conference, is regarded by 
Westerners as particularly 
one of their own. He is a na­ 
tive son, a war hero and a 
self-made man with nearly a 
quarter century of survival in 
public life to his credit. 
Vanderhoof was lieutenant 
governor when Richard Nix­ 
on’s first energy czar, John 
Love, left the governorship 
for Washington. Six months 
later the fallen czar was a 
businessman and his heir — 
Vanderhoof — was a whirl­ 
wind governor. 
Short, burly and magnetic 
— wholly unlike his urbane 
E 
redecessor — and a cheerful 
utcher of the language as 
w ell, Vanderhoof is an 
energizer. He brought, in his 
20 years, life and color to a 
languid legislature — not 
least by the color of his 
language, for which he is 
renowned. 
And his survival as a politi­ 
cal figure, his supporters feel, 
is due to his great shrewdness 
and his ability to preempt 
change. 
He is also that sort of 
muted conservative which 
western Republicans feel is 
the way of trie future. He op­ 
poses busing and he supports 
the death penalty, but he 
joined John Love in voting 
for William Scranton at the 
1964 GOP convention and for 
Nelson Rockefeller at Miami 
in 1968. He carries no Water­ 
gate tarnish and was able to 
defeat with ease a primary 
challenge from the Repub­ 
lican right. 
So it seemed that Van­ 
derhoof was headed for elec­ 
toral bliss — until the gover­ 
nor, campaigning in rural 
Colorado, began to attack not 
his gubernatorial opponent, 
but Sam Brown, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for state 
treasurer. 
Indignantly, Vanderhoof 
told his audience that Brown 
is an “ SDSer, a national 
leader of leftist movements." 
“Can you imagine,” Van­ 
derhoof inquired r h e ­ 
torically, “ an individual 
(Brown) with no more train­ 
ing than leading riots and 
radical parades who wants to 
become treasurer of the state 
of Colorado?” 
The Vanderhoof strategy 
seemed to be to single out 
Brown as a radical and thus 
damage the entire state 
Democratic ticket. 
All this seemed to recall to 
the electorate Vanderhoofs 
less pleasant side. In his 1970 
campaign, for instance, he 
had advocated the creation 
of a special state riot control 
unit to deal with what he 
called the “ refugees from the 
sewer.” 
Brown was the leader of 
the 
O c t o b e r , 
1969, 
moratorium against the Viet­ 
nam war, a remarkably 
jeaceful occasion which the 
Jew York Times called “ the 
largest peaceful petition of 
government in the history of 
the Republic.” Tempered by 
the McCarthy campaign of 
1968, Brown regretfully with­ 
drew his support for a later 
moratorium when Yippie 
leaders Jerry Rubin and Ab- 
bie Hoffman reneged on an 
a g r e e m e n t to keep it 
peaceful. 


In October of 1969, Brown 
opposed the siege of the 
Justice Department which 
occurred without him in 
November. It was this siege 
w h ic h prom pted J o h n 
Mitchell, then attorney gen­ 
eral, to say to his wife, “ It 
looks like the Russian 
Revolution." 


Meanwhile, Brown had re­ 
turned to the family shoe bus­ 
iness in Iowa. Later adopting 
Colorado as his home, Brown 
was instrumental in organiz­ 
ing the immensely successful 
constitutional referendum 
which killed all funding for 
Vanderhoofs cherished proj- 


ect: the 1976 Winter Olympic 
Games. The games, received 
with co nsid era ble en ­ 
thusiasm at the time of their 


award to Denver, had be­ 
come surrounded by con­ 
troversy over cost and en­ 
vironmental impact esti­ 
mates. 
Brown’s coalition of the 
cost-conscious and the en­ 
vironm entally concerned 
voted down the Colorado 
Olympics by a margin of 
more than 60 per cent of votes 
cast. To many the defeat of 
the Olympics seemed to bring 
the end of an era to Colorado 
and to the West. The old 


slogan “sell Colorado" had 
given way to the feeling that 
Colorado was oversold — and 
bought out. 
Brown, a leader of stature 
in the peace movement (and 
never a member of the SDS), 
was instrumental — at the 
age of 29 - in bringing an 
end to the deliberate com­ 
mercialization of the West. Of 
Vanderhoof’s charges of 
“ radicalism" and being “ an 
SDSer," Brown has s a ii “We 
— Vanderhoof and I — are of 
different generations, dif­ 
ferent philosophies. But I 
would hope that Vanderhoof 
regards my opposition to an 
illegal war as being as hon­ 


orable as 1 regard his service 
in World War II.” 
Brown continues to go from 
community to community in 
Colorado, gentlv persuading 
those who will listen that he 
has a sufficient grasp of busi­ 
ness to be State Treasurer. 
Vanderhoof goes to the same 
communities — appealing to 
an older standard with dif­ 
ferent values. 
The secret of where virtue 
lies is locked in the minds of 
Colorado’s electors. But their 
perception of virtue makes 
the curious contest between 
Vanderhoof and Sam Brown 
one of the most fascinating 
aspects of the 1974 election.

His aides nay his temper is 
oven, but others maintain ho 
can he moody and irritable. 
One thing sure, he is a politi­ 
cal gloater, when he per­ 
ceives late support for one of 
Ins previously unpopular pro­ 
grams he refers to the late­ 
comers as possessors of 
“ retroact ive righteousness.” 
As for humor, he lacks a 
quick wit; his public jokes are 
either self-serving (“ I for one 
am looking forward to the 
day we won t have William 
Butz to kick around any­ 
more”) or banal (during a 
student session, he told a 
detractor: “Free speech in­ 
cludes the right of making a 
damn fool of yourself.” ) 
It is with students that 
Jackson loses magnetism en­ 
tirely. Though 61, he married 
late and his own children are 
not yet in their teens, thus he 
doesn’t understand the col­ 
lege crowd, even today’s less 
radical college crowd. At the 
University of Washington the 
other day he refused to speak 
to one avid questioner be­ 
cause “ I don’t you’re a stu­ 
dent at all. " 
In other classroom meet­ 
ings he preaches a combina­ 
tion of the Protestant Ethic 
and professorial absolutes 
that leave the audience 
numb. Says a gal at Seattle’s 
University of Washington: 
"He’s a real cold fish.” 
Whatever Jackson’s tem­ 
perature, it seems degrees 
away from the popular con­ 
temporary scene. His fellow 
senator from Washington, 
Warren Magnuson. is human 
enough to call the president 
of France "Poopydoo” but 
also enough to he in beat with 
the small man’s problem, like 
co nsu m er 
p r o te c t io n . 
Jackson is a giant among 
pygmies, says a biographer:

"lies not sensitive, he's nol 
plugged into people s hearts 
You worry about his ability to 
see moral imperatives.!" 
Nobody worries about his 
ability to see crisis, though. 
The senator has often been 
ahead of his time in spotting 
trouble, and os it is, possibly, 
that picking over his per­ 
sonality is not so important as 
it might be. At this time, rea- 
dint the public mood, 
Jackson doesn't want to be 
without warts. 
“The country is looking for 
someone down to earth.’ he 
says, "people are suspicious 
of the approach that’s flaw­ 
less.” 
He may be right. In which 
case he may become the only 
man to reach the White 
House by convincing the 
voters he is indeed not per­ 
fect.

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Strikes: worldwide epidemic 


LO N D O N - (LENS) - 
Strikes and shop-floor mili­ 
tancy are on the up all over 
the world. Days lost in the 46 
countries that submit regular 
returns to the International 
L a b o r O rg a n iz a t io n in 
Geneva have more than 
doubled from an annual av­ 
erage of 68 million in the five 
years 1883 67 to 126 million in 
1968 72. 
Last year seems to have 
been particularly fractious 
almost every where except 
Britain, although the full 
returns are not yet in. This 
year has so far produced a 
coal strike in Britain, a rail 
strike in India, general 
strikes in Italy and Japan, a 
d o u b lin g of s t r ik e s in 
America and a five-fold rise 
in days lost in Australia. 
The increase in days lost 
does not always mean more 
strikes. There were actually 
fewer strikes in 1970-71 than 
in 1962-63 (57,200 compared 
with 59,500), but they were 
bigger and lasted longer. 
The proportion of strikes 
caused bv wage disputes has 
risen steadily and now aver­ 
ages 60 per cent of the in­ 
dustrial action in most coun­ 
tries. 
No one has satisfactorily 
explained this world-wide 
tendency to lay down the 
tools, but here are some 
possible reasons. 
B igger unions: Mem ber­ 
ship lias grown in most coun­ 
tries over the past decade, 
usually by about 10 per cent. 
This is partly because the 
w orld's organizable labor 
force is growing and partly 
because inflation drive s 
more workers into unions. 
Higher membership makes it 
easier both to call strikes and 
to keep them going longer. 
Membership has been helped 
by the spread of manufactur­ 
ing industry and the decline 
of agriculture, as well as by 
the spread of education. 
Still, there is little relation 
between days lost through 
strikes and the proportion of 
the labor force belonging to 
unions. There are few strikes 
in highly-unionized Sweden 
and lots in under-unioni/ed 
Italy. 
More powerful unions: 
Strikes are now more damag­ 
ing because industries are in­ 
creasingly interdependent. If 
one is stopped, others can 
soon be brought to a stop too. 
The growth in international 
trade has meant more com­ 
petition, so a company that is 
strikebound may lose its 
customers for ever. 
These factors are not new: 
they do not satisfactorily ex-

plain the sudden intensifica­ 
tion of strikes in the past 
decade. E v e n if strik e s 
became more damaging it 
need not have followed that 
they would last longer or be 
more frequent. Em ployers 
might simply have caved in 
earlier. 
L o w e r unemployment: 
T h o se c o u n trie s w hose 
p o lic ie s re ly on m ore 
unemployment slowing wage 
inflation down may also be­ 
lieve that it would reduce 
strikes. There may have been 


about what the government is 
or is not doing-But most 
countries do not include po 
litical strikes in their ILO 
returns. 
Incomes policies: It is 
popular misconception that 
wage controls produce more 
strikes. The re ve rse is 
usually true.

s u c h a l in k b e tw e e n 
unemployment and strikes in 
the past, but it may have 
vanished in recent years. A 
record number of days were 
lost in 1972 in Britain, which 
was a year that began with 1 
million unemployed. 
In America, fewer days 
were lost during the last 
boom than during the last 
recession. There could even 
be a tendency now for 
unemployment to be associ­ 
ated w ith m ore se ve re 
strikes. 
Higher profits: Unions are 
normally more inclined to 
strike when companies ap­ 
pear to have more cash. As 
the ratio of profits to wages 
has declined in most coun­ 
tries over the past decade, 
this is not a particularly so­ 
phisticated explanation. 
Reds under the bed. Politi­ 
cal factors have been impor­ 
tant in some countries. Some 
unions struck in Britain from 
1970 onw ards to protest 
against the Industrial Rela­ 
tions Act and other Tory 
policies.

1971 and 1972. Since controls 
came off in the spring, days 
lost have soared. More were 
lost in June than in any 
month since 1971, and there 
have been twice as many 
strikes in the first half of this 
year as last. 
Incom e s p o lic ie s m ay 
reduce strikes initially be­ 
cause employers are forbid­ 
den by law to pay more than 
a fixed amount, so it becomes 
pointless to strike except 
when a union is powerful 
enough to beat a government, 
as Britain’s miners correctly 
guessed last February. In­ 
comes policies also reduce 
inflation, at least initially, 
which removes some of the 
sting. 
Inflation: With one or two 
exceptions, countries having 
increasing trouble with their 
unions are also those having 
increasing trouble in con­ 
trolling inflation and a good 
many of them have trouble in 
maintaining employment too. 


Some will argue that it is 
union militancy that causes 
inflation, others that the 
unions are usually acting 
defensively The more likely 
probability is that strikes and 
inflation feed on each other 
When prices zoom, workers 
feel poorer even when their 
wages are keeping pace with 
prices, The value of real 
wages rose 6.4 per cent in 
Britain in 1972. but opinion 
polls showed most people 
feeling that they were worse 
off and more working days 
were lost through strikes in 
that year than in any since 
the War. 
Inflation focuses attention 
on relative rates of pay, 
which leads to bitterness, m- 
ter-union jealousy and more 
strikes. It also makes the tra­ 
ditionally moderate white- 
collar workers readier both 
to join unions and to strike. 
Doctors and judges have 
joined Italian strikes this 
year. Public service workers 
in America and Japan now 
have little or no compunction 
in striking although it is il­ 
legal for them to do so in both 
countries. Local government 
officers, nurses and civil ser­ 
vants have all joined strikes 
in Britain in recent months. 
The government that cures 
inflation could find that it has 
cured most of its strikes; if it 
can correct stagflation, it will 
at least ameliorate them.

Arab oil prices may drop... but why?

TEHERAN - (LENS) - It 
seems unlikely that Iran and 
Saudi Arabia will move to 
lower the price of crude oil 
immediately, but reports that 
they might do it eventually, 
at least in real money terms, 
may be on the right tack. 
Iran, which softened its at- 
titude on prices during the 
summer, now appears to be 
thawing even more. Saudi 
Arabia, which has been alone 
among the members of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Export ing Countries in cham­ 
pioning lower prices all this 
year, is probably willing lo 
push again providing it does 
not have to go it alone. 
Saudi Arabia and Iran ac­ 
count together for about half 
of OPEC s oil production and 
on their own could probably 
force prices down. Some 
A ra b countries, such as 
Kuw ait, A lgeria and the 


Arab emirates, would proba­ 
bly go along with them. 
Kuwait and Algeria have 
been hard-liners on price but 
have recently been drawing 
closer to America, which in­ 
itiated the drive for lower 
prices. 
A price drop on the scale 
they are co nte m p lating 
would not change the situa­ 
tion that radically; it is 
unlikely to amount to more 
than $l-$2 a barrel, which 
now costs $9.80. 
The Saudis and Iranians, if 
they move, will probably try 
to simplify tariffs by replac­ 
ing today’s multiplicity of 
prices with a single scale, 
something that will happen 
anyhow when the Saudis take 
over the 40 per cent of the 
Western-run Aramco which 
they ha.ve not a lre a d y 
swiped. 
Tne extent of the shift in 
the Iranian attitude may de­ 


pend on how successful 
western diplomats are in con­ 
vincing the Shah that the 
present level of oil prices is 
driving the industrialized 
countries to ruin. 
The Shah has been scepti­ 
cal about such claims in the 
past and a few weeks ago 
upset Western diplom ats 
when he said that the rise in 
oil prices has accounted for 
only 1.5 per cent of world in­ 
flation This figure may be 
correct for the immediate 
impact but it leaves out the 
domino effects. 
And those domino effects 
are as nothing to the horror 
that may yet be caused by the 
non-recycling of surplus oil 
revenues. 
Som e say the Shah is 
unimpressed by the economic 
argum ents and that his 
change in attitude can only 
be explained by something 
other than oil. There is not 


much that the Americans 
could promise the Shah that 
would tempt him to make a 
concession on oil prices with 
the possible exception of 
nuclear weapons, and the 
possibility of some quid pro 
quo on this ultra-delicate 
subject is buzzing among pro­ 
fessional Shah-watchers 
There is also a rumbling 
fear that Secretary of State 
Kissinger may have prom­ 
ised the Saudis more than he 
can deliver in return for their 
continued help on oil prices. 
King Faisal wants guaran­ 
tees that he can pray in 
Jerusalem, which probably 
tven Dr. K could not deliver 
to the Arabs. Just to show 
that it was not turning too 
soft, Saudi Arabia turned up 
the price screw on Aramco 
last week, which Aramco had 
not expected

...and what about all that Mexican oil?

MEXICO C ITY - (LENS) 
- The importance of recent 
oil discoveries in Mexico, 
made in the states of Chiapas 
and Tabasco, is that, accord­ 
ing to the industry, reserves 
are large enough to support a 
production rate of 2-3 million 
barrels a day. 
If all this were to be added 
to Mexico's present produc­ 
tion rate of 645.000 barrels a 
day, of which only 35,000 bar­ 
rels are exported, O P E C 
might be faced with more 
surplus oil than it can handle 
comfortably, particularly if 


c o n s u m p t i o n r a t e s do 
seriously decline. 
Although the Mexican gov­ 
ernment has said it will not 
attempt to flood the market, 
it may not he able to resist 
the pressures generated by 
its balance of payments defi­ 
cit, which is expected to 
reach $2 billion this year. 
Even without surplus pro­ 
duction from Mexico, the 
Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Develop­ 
ment, which represents most 
of the major oil consumers, 
has produced a determinedly 
optimistic report on oil 
prices. OECD believes that 


O PEC will not be able to 
maintain present prices for 
long because it will soon be 
faced with the need for sharp 
production cutbacks. Its rea­ 
soning runs this way: 
By .1980 O PEC countries 
will have increased capacity 
to 42.8 million barrels a day 
from 30.5 million in 1973 
thanks to a 6 million barrel 
increase by Saudi Arabia and 
higher outputs by Iraq, Iran, 
Indonesia and Nigeria. 
But if prices remain at 
their current level up to 1980, 
demand for OPEC oil will 
have slumped to 28.7 million 
barrels, while at $6 a barrel 


demand would still only he 
36.8 million barrels a day. 
And, the OECD says, this 
projection does not take into 
account possible fuel savings. 
OECD believes that OPEC 
will prefer to lower prices 
rather than to wrestle with 
the thorny problems associ­ 
ated with allocating produc­ 
tion cuts. 
The argument depends on 
how many of these countries 
you think will be unwilling to 
curb production rates as 
others increase them. Some 
won’t be unwilling.

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Can U.S. Defend Europe from Kansas?

HEIDELBERG - (LENS) 
— For five days early this 
month, some 12,000 American 
troops poured into southern 
Germany on the annual rein* 
forcem ent exercise code- 
named Reforger. They were 
flown in directly from their 
bases in the middle of the 
United States and they stay in 
Germany for about six weeks. 
The purpose of the opera­ 
tion is to demonstrate Ameri­ 
can ability to bring in rapidly 
major combat and support 
units, to unlimber the tanks 
and other equipment stored 
m Germany, and to go to war 
with it. 
T his year's exercise was 
the sixth of its k»nd since 


1968, when the United States, 
under the pressure of the 
Vietnam war, got NATO’s 
agreement to withdraw a 
division, some support units 
and some tactical aircraft — 
35.000 men in all - in return 
for a promise to bring some 
of them back periodically for 
maneuvers. 
There are now more than 
28.000 soldiers (as well as 
several thousand airmen) 
who are dual based; that is, 
who have whole sets of equip­ 
ment in Germany as well as 


in the United States. The pro­ 
cedure of rapid redeploy­ 
ment to central Europe now 
forms a central part of the 
NATO strategy tor conven­ 
tional war. 
In East Germany, 
everyone is free 
to stick around 


EAST BERLIN - (LENS) 
- The East German regime 
that Russia installed in 1949 
marked its 25th anniversary 
this month with a massive 
parade of its Soviet tanks and 
missiles through 
B erlin, 
which once again violated 
the international statutes 
concerning the city, and with 
a lot of the jackbooted goose- 
stepping that is no longer 
popular in other parts of 
eastern Europe but is much 
admired by Leonid Brezhnev 
when performed by German 
soldiers in Berlin. 
The similar rites on the 
20th anniversary had been 
attended by the leaders of all 
the Soviet block states, but 
this time Mr. Brezhnev was 
conspicuously unflanked by 
any of the others. And even 
one Big Brother was almost 
too much for Herr Erich 
Honecker, the East German 
Communist party boss. 


Brezhnev tactlessly men­ 
tioned the name of Walter 
Ulbricht, who had apparently 
become an unperson to his 
successor, Herr Honecker. 
There was also a notable lack 
of applause for the lengthy 
passage in Brezhnev’s speech 
in which he pointed out that 
Moscow was awaiting an 
e arly visit from H elm ut 
Schmidt and emphasized the 
importance of developing 
good re la tio n s betw een 
Russia and West Germany. 
Herr Honecker was doubt­ 
less happy to hear Brezhnev 
abusing the Chinese, who 
have shown contempt for

“the two-Germanies theory.” 
But he might have preferred 
not to hear West Germany 
mentioned at all. The anni­ 
versary also saw the coming 
into force of constitutional 
amendments that the East 
German pseudo-parliament 
had approved (without any 


debate) 10 days e a rlie r. 
These changes deleted from 
the constitution the descrip­ 
tion of East Germany as a 
socialist state “of the German 
nation” and references to its 
duty to “overcome the divi­ 
sion of Germany ” and to show 
“the entire German nation" 
the road to peace and social­ 
ism. 
Instead, the revised con­ 
stitution now declares that 
th e r e is a p e r m a n e n t 
ideological bond between 
East Germany and Russia. 
But it is easier to obliterate 
all implications of West Ger­ 
many’s existence from a con­ 
stitution which in any event is 
not taken too seriously by its 
creators than to obliterate all 
awareness of the western 
w orld’s existence in East 
German minds. Too many of 
those minds are too painfully 
aware of the heavily guarded 
900-mile-long “death strip’’ 
that pens them in. 
Last month the East Ger­ 
man home service radio 
found it necessary to broad­ 
cast a long reply to a bold 
listener who had ventured to 
ask when the state’s inhabi­ 
tants would obtain “the right 
of free travel.” He was firmly 
told, on the one hand, that 
there was no such thing, and 
on the other that there was 
now so much travel in and 
out of East Germany that it 
“ must be regarded as a 
model.” 
This is a strange way of liv­ 
ing up to the commitment 
that Last Germany made, at 
last year’s opening of the 
conference on security and 
co-operation in Europe that 
Brezhnev had so zealously 
promoted, to join in a great 
effort to bring about more 
freedom of movement and 
contact for the inhabitants of 
all European countries.

It is also central to the 
strategy of all recent Ameri­ 
can administrations for deal­ 
ing with congressional pres­ 
sure to cut forces in Europe 
and reduce th e ir costs. 
Troops in Kansas or Texas do 
not snow up in the "troops in 
Europe" account, and most of 
the dollars spent on them do 
not show up in the balance- 
of-payments account. 


The basic statistics are that 
an extra set of equipment for 
a division costs around $215 
million and a Reforger exer­ 
cise costs around $9.5 million. 
But these figures require con­ 
siderable refinement to a r­ 
rive at the true costs of dual- 
basing. 


For example, the extra 
equipment should not all be a 
dual-basing cost. The longer 
production runs lower the 
unit cost of all equipment, in­ 
cluding that which is not part 
of the duplication. The extra 
material also helps to absorb 
the wear and tear of normal 
operations and training. It 
can also be used as a pool for 


other purposes; the tanks for 
Israel during last year's war 
came largelv from Reforger 
stocks and have not yet all 
been replaced. 


After all the arithmetic is 
done it probably costs 5-10 
per cent more to dual-base a 
unit than to keep it in Ger­ 
many. 


The United States con 
nnues the exercise, and beers 
the cost, in order to show its 
determ ination to defend 
Europe. Many western Euro­ 
peans, however, see the ob­ 
verse of the com: to them 
dual-basing is a way for the 
United States to withdraw 
from Europe and say it isn’t. 
There is some truth in this. 
The a b ility to do the 
Reforger operation is cer­ 
tainly a factor used bv Amer­ 
ican negotiators in deciding 
what can be traded for what 
in the East-West force reduc­ 
tion talks 
But there is a limit to how 
many more units could be 
sent home, even as part of a 
deal between America and 
Russia, without wrecking the 
defenses of the West. It takes 
at least a week to plan, load 
and transport the dual-based 
units and get them ready to 
fight. 
In an 
in terview , Gen. 
M ic h a e l D avison, com ­ 
mander of the American 
army in Europe, said that he 
did not much like the idea of 
troops coming in by air at a 
critical time, perhaps even 
after the fighting had started. 
He would be much happier 
having them back in Europe1 
permanently. He is unlikely 
to get his wish any time soon. 
In fact he may lose more, 
eith er through a m utual 
reduction deal or by order of 
Congress.
